DOCTORS in the fastest growing town 
in Suffolk, who feared jobs could go 
because their budget was being slash¬ 
ed, have now discovered they will 
receive even less cash than they first 
thought. 

The Christmas Maltings Surgery in 
Haverhill has received its final figures 
from the Suffolk Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) and the situation is worse than 
originally thought - instead of an 
anticipated £300,000 cut, it could be as 
much as £400,000. 

Dr Neville Selby, a senior GP at the practice, 
warned in May that the budget cut would mean the 
number of patient appointments being slashed and 
doctor and nurse positions axed. 

He added that Haverhill had serious health care 
needs and, with no community hospital, GP 
surgeries were the main point of contact with 
medical services for most people. 

Dr Selby said: “Under the new funding we would 
have to cut appointments from 80,000 a year to 
45,000. It takes no account of differing local need.” 

Richard Spring, the town’s MP, visited Ann 
Sissons, the practice manager to see how the cuts 
would affect the practice and its ability to treat 
patients. He has pledged to write a letter of protest 
to the chairman of the PCT. 

After a meeting with Haverhill’s GPs in May, Mr 
Spring blasted the PCT’s handling of the funding 
allocations. Suffolk PCT is proposing to change the 
current Personal Medical Services (PMS) contracts 
which are used by 46 GP surgeries, two thirds of the 
total number in Suffolk, which serve 450,000 
patients. 

Mr Spring said: “I remain extremely worried 
about what appears to be another deepening health 
crisis in my constituency. 

“GPs provide absolutely essential frontline 
services which I do not believe should be 
compromised in this way

As part of the plan, the north-west relief 
road linking Withersfield Road at Meldham 
Bridge and Wratting Road, next to the Fox 
public house, will be completed, enabling 
traffic to travel from the main Cambridge to 
Bury St Edmunds roads without going through 
the town centre. 

Coun Terry Clements, portfolio holder for 
transport and planning at the borough council, 
said: “We asked for the opinions and ideas of 
local people at a planning workshop in March, 


and these views have already been used to help 
shape this concept statement. But this is a 
massive development which will change the 
shape of the town forever - so it’s vitally 
important to get it right. 

“We’d now like to hear from even more 
people so their opinions can be fed back into 
the planning process.”

replace Mr Martin or whether 
it would be better to have a 
“project officer type” post, 
someone who could attract 
funding for some of the 
initiatives identified in the 
Market Towns Health Check 
for Haverhill. 

He said: “The town council 
has passed a resolution to try

on tri-challenge 


OPTICIAN Andrew Bailey has 
been swapping his suit and tie for 
a wetsuit and goggles as he 
prepares for the gruelling 
challenge of taking part in the 
London Triathlon. 

A dispensing optician at Specs Direct 
in High Street, Haverhill, Andrew will 
travel to the capital on Sunday to 
complete a 1,500-metre swim in the Royal 
Victoria Dock, followed by a 40k cycle 
ride and a 10k run. 

He hopes to raise at least £500 for 
Leukaemia Research from his effort, and 
will join 10,000 people taking part in the 
event over two days.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity.

Q Send off change of address cards.

Robert Nesbitt, a member of 
the partnership, said: “The more 
Haverhill people who sign up as 
members, the bigger voice 
Haverhill will have, so it is 
really important we get as many 


as possible so they don’t lose 
out.” 

In its foundation application, 
the partnership says its aim is 
to become one of the top 10 
mental health, learning dis¬ 
ability and substance misuse 
trusts by 2011. It said one in four 
people will have a mental health 
problem during their lifetime, 
and that mental illness accounts 
for a third of all illness and 40 
per cent of all disability in 
Britain, costing around £77 
billion a year in lost earnings.

Plaque plans to honour 
town slave trade fighter

YOUNGSTERS want to put up a 
plaque to commemorate a forgot¬ 
ten hero of Haverhill, whose name 
was unearthed during research 
into the abolition of slavery 

After delving into local history records, 
students at Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College in Haverhill were 
amazed to discover that in 1792, Haverhill 
grocer James Wright joined the movement 
to abolish slavery by refusing to sell sugar 
in his shop - believed to be the only one in 
the town at the time - because it was 
“stained with human blood”. 

The Wright family were prominent in 
Haverhill in the 1840s and owned property 
at Burton End and Market Square. 

Now, the group of Year 9 students - who 
worked with St John’s College, Cambridge, 
as well as the Bury and Ipswich record 
offices as part of their history project to 
mark the 200th anniversary of slavery’s 
abolition - are hoping to have a plaque 
installed somewhere in Haverhill to 
remember his efforts. 

Andy Presto, the history teacher leading 
the project, said around 200 letters had 
already been written, and some would be 
sent to the town council. 

He said it had been pure chance that a 
document at the Bury Records Office had 
revealed the local connection with the 
abolition movement. 

He said: “History is usually studied 


through books and the idea of this was to 
try and bring it to life by looking at real 
records from this area. 

“We knew about Thomas Clarkson at 
Ipswich and that there were a lot of 
Quakers in Haverhill, but to find the 
document with this real local history in it 
was just gold dust to us. It was said at the 
time that Wright would not be ‘soon 
forgotten’ and we feel he should be re¬ 
membered in the town in some way 

“The whole project has gone down with 
the pupils really well. They seemed to like 
the fact that we were learning about local 


people and how they were connected to big 
moments in history” 

Student Chantelle Iron, 14, said: “It was 
interesting to find out about James Wright. 
It is really hard to imagine what happened 
to the slaves and how they were treated. I 
think he was brave to do what he did as he 
could have lost everything he had.” 

Alastair Kidd wrote in his letter: “James 
Wright was, and still is, significant as the 
slave trade could still be around if he didn’t 
stop selling his sugar products. The least 
Haverhill could do to remember him is 
have a memorial bench or a plaque.”

Welsh superstar at

Opera superstar Katherine 
Jenkins returns to Audley 
End to headline the spec¬ 
tacular Last Night of the 
Proms concert on Sunday.

■ THE HONDA CR-V... moving into the sophisticated world of the X5 and Freelander. 


THERE’S a question in 
Honda’s 4x4 press kit, which 
goes: what is the general 
direction for the latest CR- 
V? 

The firm’s own 50-word waffle- 
along answer can be readily 
dismissed and substituted with 
one: up, writes Phil Vaughan. 

Forget the old CR-V - it’s nothing 
at all like the striking new model, 
which is a different car for a 
different market. What was once a 
middling off-roader is now a sports 
utility superstar. 

Indeed, you can now forgive any 
CR-V owner for developing a 
superiority complex: incredibly, 
the EX, or top-of-range, CR-V’s 
equipment list is stuffed to 
bursting with no less than 85 items 
- three of them in the advanced 
safety pack of active front lights, 
cruise control, and collision¬ 
braking, which applies the anchors 
if you get too close to the car in 
front. 

A standard items list has never 
looked so good - it’s the kind of 
offer-you-can’t-refuse package that 
would make any Corleone family 
Don proud. 

Each and every bit of kit - MP3 


connection, DVD satnav, rear 
parking camera, panoramic glass 
roof, and even the double-decker 
cargo shelf - strongly underscores 
Honda’s easy upward step into the 
sophisticated world of BMW X3, 
Land Rover Freelander2, and so on. 

But the mark-up is much less. 
Honda is asking just £23,527 for the 
CR-V 2.0i EX and all that comes 
with it, or £25,527 with the 
Advanced Safety Pack. 

The tested l,997cc petrol engine, 
with six-speed manual gearbox, 
may not make up too many of the 
22,000 new CR-Vs Honda expects to 
sell in Britain each year, because 
the acclaimed 2.2-litre turbo diesel 
unit will take the lion’s share. 

The diesel returns 43.5mpg on 
the combined cycle, against the 
petrol’s 34.9mpg - so the high 
mileage motorist should opt for the 
oil burner. 

Don’t split hairs over choice - 
both power packs make for good 
towing vehicles, with not-so-hot 
ground clearance, the CR-V isn’t 
going to see a lot of mud sucking 
away at the tyres on its 18-inch 
alloy wheels. 

The 2.0i CR-V is an easy mover 
up to the legal limit, capable of 
118mph, and quicker than it looks 


with the 0 to 62mph time at 10.2 
seconds. It holds the road well, 
with the chassis and suspension 
stifling most of the body roll, and 
the comfort in the roomy cabin 
equals your favourite armchair - 
the EX leather interior helps. Four- 
wheel drive is part-time, but all 
four wheels will be driven if the 
automatic set-up senses the need 
for it. 

The inclusion of a space-saver 
spare wheel has boosted boot space 


to a standard 556-litres, about 
double that of a small family car. 
Flip down the rear seats to treble 
that capacity if you load it up to 
the glass roof. 

Finally, among the mainstream 
manufacturer warranties - let’s 
exclude the Hyundai and Kia five 
and seven-year deals - Honda’s is 
one of the most realistic, over 
three years or 90,000 miles use, 
with five years on the exhaust, plus 
12-years structural corrosion cover.

Makers urged to use 
ESC as standard kit

NEW research pub¬ 
lished by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport 
shows vehicles equipp¬ 
ed with Electronic 
Stability Control (ESC) 
are 25 per cent less 
likely to be involved in 
fatal accidents. 

In addition, new research 
released by Thatcham this 
week reveals that less than 
half of new cars sold in the 
UK have ESC fitted as 
standard. This compares 
poorly with 58 per cent in 
Germany and 75 per cent in 
Sweden. While progress on 
standard fitment has been 
made, with a rise of seven 
per cent over 2006 figures, 
this level of fitment 


remains disappointing, 
since approximately 380 
lives could be saved 
annually if the UK motorist 
had the same fitment levels 
as those in Scandinavia. 

Researchers from the 
insurer-funded research 
centre based in Thatcham, 
Berkshire are urging 
manufacturers to fit ESC as 
standard across their model 
ranges to help prevent the 
risk of collisions and cut 
unnecessary deaths. 

Business leaders will be 
alerted to the life saving car 
technology and its 
availability on models 
marketed to UK fleets when 
attending the ‘Driving for 
Better Business’ road safety 
initiative launched by HRH 
Prince Michael of Kent at 


Northamptonshire’s 
Rockingham Circuit. 

With fleet sales account¬ 
ing for the majority of new 
car sales in the UK each 
year, business leaders are 
experiencing a difficult 
choice when choosing 
vehicles that will protect 
their drivers as only two 
models, the Volkswagen 
Golf and Passat, from the 
top 10 models based on 
non-private car sales in 
2006, have ESC fitted as 
standard. 

In Sweden, both Vauxhall 
and Toyota supply every car 
in their entire model range 
with ESC fitted as standard. 
However, in the UK, the ESC 
fitment on Vauxhalls and 
Toyotas is sadly lacking, 
with only two models from 


each of these ranges sold 
with ESC as standard. 

Matthew Avery, Thatc- 
ham’s crash research 
manager, comments: “While 
we have seen some 
improvement of fitment 
levels Thatcham’s message 
to vehicle manufacturers’ 
must be - you know ESC 
can make a real difference 
in preventing accidents 
occurring, you have an 
obligation to fit this 
technology as standard 
across all your model 
ranges. ESC is a funda¬ 
mental safety device; think 
seat belts, think airbags, 
think ESC.”

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Help in navigating the floods 


WITH more wet weather forecast, 
the RAC is advising motorists to 
take extra care on the roads and 
to avoid flooded areas. 

Firstly, only travel if your 
journey is really necessary. Then 
plan your route to avoid affected 
areas (use RAC route 
planner/listen to local radio 
stations for traffic updates). Let 
relatives and friends know your 
route and expected time of 
arrival and, where possible, 
travel with others. 

Carry extra warm, waterproof 
clothing and suitable footwear in 
case you have to abandon your 
vehicle, and food and drink in 
case you get stranded. Carry a 


mobile phone with a fully 
charged battery and car adaptor 
if available (and contact 
numbers). Ensure the fuel tank 
is full - being stuck in traffic and 
using lights, heater etc all uses a 
lot more fuel. 

When driving in flooded 
conditions: 

■ Do not try to drive through 
water if you are unsure of the 
depth - the kerb is a good 
indicator. 

■ If you do go through, drive on 
the highest section of the road. 

■ Drive steadily and slowly so as 
not to create a bow wave. Let 
oncoming traffic go first. 

■ Never attempt to drive through 


fast flowing water - you could 
easily get swept away. 

■ Test your brakes after leaving 
flood water. 

■ Driving fast through deep 
water can cause serious damage. 
If your engine cuts out after 
driving through deep water, do 
not attempt to restart it. 

■ Call for help and have the 
vehicle professionally examined. 

■ If your steering suddenly feels 
light driving through standing 
water you could be aquaplaning. 

■ To regain grip, ease off the 
accelerator, do not brake and 
allow speed to reduce until you 
gain full control again.
